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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendment did not overcome the 112, 1st 
rejections that would apply to claims 204 and 206 because the claims are drawn to a genus of modified endoglucanases having an amino 
acid sequence with an unknown homology to SEQ ID NO:5. Furthermore, claims 204-206 are drawn to a modified SEQ ID NO:5. It is 
unclear how positions in SEQ ID NO:5 are numbered according to SEQ ID NO:1. In other words, why modifications at various positions of" 
SEQ ID NO:5 have to be numbered not as positions of SEQ ID NO:5 but as positions of SEQ ID NO: 1 . Position 1 1 9 in SEQ ID NO:5 
means position 1 19 according to SEQ ID NO:5. However, in the instant case it should be position 1 18 of SEQ ID NO:5.
